Nkw Yohk, Jau. 3. — Three persous 
were suffocated by smoke in a teiiemeut 
house fire ou Fltt straet yesterday after- 
noon. Those dead aie: Lena Lehman, 
Badie Lehmau, her daaghter, aged SO, 
and Henry Lehmau, two mouths old, 
her son. There were also two childreu 
and two >;rowu jwople overcome by the 
*u»oko, all of whom recovered. Tbey 
sre; Fireman Qeorge Le Forrest of en- 
gine 17; Rachel Jacobs, 80 years old; 
Yetta Jacobs, la years; Lena Jacobs, 
B years, and Joseph Jacobs, 4 years, lior 
dbildrea. 

The house is a 6-story teuemeut with 
four families on a Hiwr luid a Chinese 
laundry on the ground tioor. At 1 
o'clock in tlie af ternoon Airs. Schermor, 
the housekeeper, discovered that the 
place was afire and an alarm was turned 
in. Oftlccr Fox was attracted by the 
wouiau H cries and rushed through the 
houke yelling to the occupants to rnu 
for their lives. Borne who vvit*hed to 
save their belougiugs had te be pushed 
down tiie stairs. 

The fire escapes ou the front of the 
house were soou lined with people, 
frightened and white-fooed, who were 
olimbiug to the street. Fox was the 
first to dosoeud the ladder, carrying 
Lt na Jacobs in his arms. Meauwltile 
Folioemeu Koouey and O'Neill had 
rushed to the soene, and in sewrohing 
the rooms had found Bachel, Yetta and 
Joseph Jacobs lying on the floor, and 
carried them to the street 

By the time the first engine reached 
the borning tenemmtt the me had crept 
iq> the stairway and reaohad the top 
floor. Fireman Le Forrest was one of 
the first wlu) dragged a hne of hose into 
the burning boilung. The smoke was 
■o deuae that when he got to the second 
floor the fireman fell, overcome, into the 
arms of FiremaQ Kailier. The hitter, 
with the aid of Eugiueer Tonuan, car- 
ried him to the street. 

The fii-emeu, together with the 
Jacobs family, were taken in an ainbu- 
lauoe to a plaoo of safety uml sunn lu- 
suscitated. It was an hoar luid ii half 
before the ogly bluzo wiw oxtiuKUishod. 
The fireiuen were thou ordered to 
search tlu; iiousa to see tnst n9 WW had 
been suH'ucaied.

UNIFORM POSTAQ g RATES. 

All IB BsMpt CnnarlH and NaW Msslc* 

Washinoto.v, Jau. 3.— Several iin- 
portaut plans for improrving the postal 
service have Jnst become operative. The 
principal one is the general reduction of 
poHtaKo rates for Cape Colony, Congo 
I 'ree States and all other couutries uot 
embraced in the Universal Postal -.tulon.f 
Under the provisions of the uow scheme 
all coontries will now eujoin uniform 
rates except Canada aud Mexiio, for 
which special rates have loug hoen iu 
vo^ue. Tho chau^^n rosultB iti a reduc- 
tion of r.ites for ordinary luail from 10 
to lo ci'iics on half ounce, and for iiews- 
pajii'vs from 2 to one ceut for two 
omici's. 

Th(! new arrangement for facihrating 
foreign mails from Hoston, I'uiliulel- 
pliia, lialtiiiiore, t;incago aud 8t. Louis 
ul.'O went into oporation. Tills allows 
tiio picseiit system of having tiio rej;u- 
lar mails liandlod and waybilled at the 
New York ofHoo, but aUo provirl^'s for 
sending additional niailv by l iter trains 
which leave in time to make direct ecii- 
uectious with the steamers, messengers 
to be stationed at the depots to carry 
the mail direct to I lie vessels, instead of 
allowing the ilelay incurred by the reg- 
ular mails in goinff YhtoOfh the New 
York city ollioe.

Beaat4W Davis Thinks This Country a 
Winner hj thm Kantern Tr«ubl<^. 

Washinoton, Jau. Senator Davis 
of Minnesota, a uienilw of the ootuiuit- 
tee on furcigu relations, said, Wedues 
day. that the war betweeu China uud 
Japan will result in a great usteuMou 
of commerce between the United States 
and both of thise countries. 

"Of course," he said, "unr oummerce 
is not uuythiiig of impcrtaaoe oompured 
to what it might be yrith proper euuuur 
agement. The war, in my opinion 
will result iu the reorganiaation of the 
Chinese eincire iu aooordauce with the 
progress and development of the world, 
This reorgauizatiou most be made. The 
people of China are intelligent aud will 
be progressive. They have been in a 
state of NCaguatkm for a time, bat loices 
are at wore. The war will teaoh them 
that tho customs and old idea* will not 
do iu tiie present ago." 

Mr. Davis thinks that the WW will 
cail attention of tho people of tte United 
States to the importauoe of both China 
aud Japan as markets for onr wares, 
and that many products these oouu 
tries will find a market in the United 
Slates.

them. There is increasing irritation on 
the jiart of Japan as to the delays in 
presenting deliiiite peace prop<)--als. 
More than a mouth has paused siuin ii 
was ajireed that a tender of peace con- 
ditions would be oonaidered by Japan, 
and as yet the conditiona have not been 
offered and there is donbt as to China's 
pleuipoteiitiariOH havinC tlM right to 
make any final offers. 

Already tho Japanese governiuont is 
incdinin^; to a niiaiiiiiions demand of the 
native pn ss to make far greater de^ 
mauds tlian were (•out«!mpliite<l when 
the peace negotiations l>e}<a;i. At that 
time tlie general understanding wsis 
that the basis of peace would bo a cash 
iudeiuiiitT aud tho iudep'^nleiicc' of ( o 
rca and the work of the plenipotentiaries 
wa.-, to be to settle the exact omouutaud 
terms oi the cajh indemnity. 

Now, however, there is an intimation 
that Japan may no longer accept me 
two conditions first propotied, bat m.iv 
insist also on China's ceding esteusive 
territories, probably the Islaud of For- 
mosa, or the valuable strategetic points 
of Port Arthor or Wei-Hai- Wei. or a 
portion of Manohnria, already oooapiod 
by Japan. 

Opiidons differ in Japan as to which 
^kwe of territory slioald be demanded. 
This annexation sentiment is nniversol 
and it is believed Japan will soon maice 
it known to China, probably throui^ti 
Minister Dan, at Tokio, that the pro- 
crastination in presenting the terms of 
settlement is suun that the negotiatious 
will be abandoned unless oloeed within 
a reasonable and definite time. 

In the meantime there are evidences 
that Japan is preparing for an aggres 
sive military movement, calculatod to 
impress Cliina aud the plenipocentLiries 
with Japanese ubiUty to Increase the 
advantage she has already secured. A 
geutleman who h&s beeu 8o:ne yeai-s in 
the diplomatic service iu China, and is 
a recognized authority ou intcruarional 
custom, points out that it is an invari- 
able rule with ( liiiia not tograiii aiiso- 
lute power to her pleiiiiinteiitianes, b.tt 
merely tu coufer advisory powers ou 

China's InteatlMM. 

Paris, Jan. 8.— A oonreapondent tele 
graphs from Shanghai as follows: "1 
learn ou good anthoritv that China will 
oflfer to repurchase Port Arthur, but 
that she will not code an inch of terri 
torr to Japan."

It takes every 
cent our society can raise to K' t books, 
keep up iSabbath scIukjIs aud provide 
fuel for our clinndi. Tlie Imildingis 
new aud not yet completed. Tho ladies 
rocentlv purchased a stove.

What the coontry needs at the head of 
Iti flnancial aAin ia a man whose front 
name ia John Sherman.— Pablic Ledger. 

The editor of the Tjedger may not Itnow 
it, but there are just lots of people 
throughout thia broad land who firmly 
believe that the man " whoae front name 
is John Sherman " is largely responsible 
for the present condition of Uncle Sam's 
finances. The editor of the LooisrlUe 
Post belonKfl to this class, and here is 
what be says : " There are outstanding 
WAflOOfln, whieh In 1S79 became de- 
mand notes, in greenbacks, a forced war 
loan. When presented and redeemed 
these notes should have been2cancelled, 
but the truth is the resnmption act 
passed in 1875 and denounced in the l^l- 
den platform of 1876 as " an obstacle to 
resnmption " has been only a partial suc- 
cess. It has not restored specie pay- 
ments, nor has it brought the country to 
a sound specie basis. Undoubtedly it 
was intended merely as a tenUtivemeas- 
are, to be followed later by sounder lawp. 

"Unfortunately, Senator Sherman is 
an inoorriffible "trimmer" and too apt 
to be satisfied with the shadow rather 
than with the substance of things. 

" He drew the act.of 1875, and under 
it, Sherman, as Secretary of the Treasury, 
in 1H7!) went through the motion of re- 
sumption. 

. " Then the silver idea grew strong and 
Mr. Sherman was unwilling to confront 
it. He did nothing to perfi 1 1 the worlc 
begun in 1879, so the $100,000,000 reserve 
to redeem the greenbacks hastiever been 

increascil since IS7H, iinr h;is diic dollar 
of thia forced loan ever been paid. 

"That would be bad enough, but it ia 
not the wor-e. In IS'tO Mr. McKinley in 
tiie House was lowering the revenues and 
Sherman in the Senate was trying to 
enact a silver law which would satisfy 
everybody. 

" Under the Sherman silver bill the 
Government notes payable in gold on de- 
mand were increased $150,000,000, making 
$500,000,000 Treasury billw out, payable 
on demand with nothing whatever addetl 
to the original redemption fund. 

" Here we have the whole situation. 

" The condition of our gnancies is due 
to the financial legislation formnlated by 
Mr. Sherman and nccepfed by his party. 
The iiistory of Aiiieiicaa money since 
the war has been the history of a mere 
illogical, unreasoning jumble of com- 
promises of the most cowardly kind. 
The worst of these was the Sherman sil- 
ver bill, which added vastly to the 
Treasury's obligations withont adding 
anything whatever to its reeoarcM."
